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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee: 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  17th  Annual  Report,  the 
()3rd  of  the  series,  on  the  heMth  and  sanitary  condition  of  the 
County  Borough  and  the  work  of  my  department  for  the  year 
1937.  ' 

The  population,  according  to  the  estimate  of  the  Registrar 
General,  has  again  decreased,  from  111,800  in  1936  to  111,000  in 
1937,  despite  a  natural  increase  of  346.  This  reduction  indicates 
the  extent  of  migration  from  the  Borough. 

The  number  of  births  was  1,831,  a  decrease  of  47  from  1936. 
The  birth  rate  was  16.5  per  1,000  of  the  population,  the  lowest 
birth  rate  recorded  and  a  very  different  story  from  the  data  of  our 
earliest  records  in  1871-1880  when  the  rate  was  43.1  per  1,000. 
3f  the  births  979  were  boys  and  852  girls. 

There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  death  rate,  13.4  per  1,000 
)f  the  population  as  compared  with  13.2  in  1936.  The  increase 
ivas  entirely  due  to  an  increased  incidence  of  influenza  and  chest 
complaints  early  in  the  year.  48.4  per  cent,  of  all  the  deaths 
during  the  year  occurred  in  persons  over  60  years  of  age. 

When  comparing  the  death  rate  of  1937  with  that  of  some  years 
ago,  and  having  regard  to  the  ageing  of  the  population  and  the 
declining  birth  rate,  it  is  evident  that  the  possibility  of  any  con¬ 
siderable  future  decline  in  the  death  rate  is  remote. 

The  infant  mortality  rate,  i.e,,  deaths  of  infants  under  one 
year,  fell  from  87  per  1,000  in  1936  to  80  in  1937.  There  is  much 
room  for  improvement  in  the  saving  of  infant  life  in  the  Borough. 
The  rate  for  the  County  Boroughs  generally  was  62,  and  for 
England  and  Wales  58  per  1,000  births. 

The  maternal  mortality  rate  showed  a  very  satisfactory  decline. 
There  were  only  four  deaths,  none  of  which  was  due  to  puerperal 
sepsis.  There  were  only  five  notifications  of  puerperal  fever  per 
1,000  of  the  total  births.  The  corresponding  figure  for  the  County 
Boroughs  was  17.6  per  1,000,  and  for  England  and  Wales  13.9. 
The  maternal  mortality  rate  in  South  Shields  was  2. 1  per  1,000  total 
births  as  compared  with  3.1  for  England  and  Wales.  The  rate,  of 
course,  fluctuates  annually,  but  at  all  events  the  figures  for  1937 
indicate  a  very  definite  tendency  for  the  rate  to  fall  in  South 
Shields. 
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There  was  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  tuber¬ 
culosis  notified,  but  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  that 
disease.  This  increase  can  be  attributed  mainly  to  the  increase  in 
the  incidence  of  influenza  and  pneumonia  early  in  the  year.  The 
attack  rate  for  tuberculosis,  i.e.,  the  number  of  persons  reported 
per  1,000  of  the  population,  was  2.41  per  1,000,  the  lowest  recorded 
attack  rate  for  the  Borough. 

I  have  again  to  call  attention  to  the  number  of  cases  of  tuber¬ 
culosis  which  were  not  notified  and  to  cases  not  notified  until  in  a 
stage  when  the  disease  was  so  advanced  that  there  was  little  hope 
of  cure.  These  advanced  cases  are  a  source  of  risk,  and  it  will 
be  regrettable  if,  in  the  interests  of  the  community  the  Council  have 
to  resort  to  more  drastic  action. 

With  regard  to  infectious  diseases,  there  were  fewer  cases  of 
scarlet  fever  than  in  1936,  and  no  cases  of  enteric  fever.  There 
was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria,  and  the  death 
rate  was  0.17  per  1,000  of  the  population.  This  is  the  highest 
death  rate  for  diphtheria  recorded  in  South  Shields  since  1909. 

Diphtheria  is  frequently  insidious  in  its  onset  and  may  not 
be  easily  recognised,  but  many  cases  are  not  discovered  until  it  is 
too  late.  In  any  case  when  there  is  a  suspicion  a  throat  swab  should 
be  sent  to  the  laboratory  and  at  the  same  time  the  child  should  be 
given  a  dose  of  anti-toxin. 

The  number  of  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  was  higher 
than  in  any  year  since  1930.  In  all  14  cases  were  notified:  as 
far  as  can  be  ascertained  one  child  suffered  impairment  of  vision. 
In  this  regard  attention  is  called  to  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  new  cases  in  the  Venereal  Diseases  section  of  the  report. 

There  has  been  considerable  progress  made  in  the  clearance  of 
slums  and  the  rehousing  of  people.  At  the  end  of  1937,  2,248 
houses  had  been  built  to  rehouse  tenants  from  the  clearance  areas. 
Including  these  together  with  areas  represented  during  1937,  about 
one-ninth  of  the  population  has  been,  or  is  about  to  be  rehoused. 
At  the  same  time  some  overcrowding  has  been  reduced  but  no 
separate  action  has  been  possible  for  the  reduction  of  overcrowding 
generally. 

The  streets  have  been  regularly  cleansed  and  are  maintained 
in  a  reasonably  clean  condition,  but  I  have  again  to  point  out  that 
if  people  refrained  from  throwing  paper  and  tram  tickets  about  and 
used  the  numerous  street  tidies,  the  streets  would  present  a  better 
appearance. 
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The  Sanitary  Inspectors  paid  over  20,000  visits  to  premises 
for  various  purposes  during  the  year,  and  many  improvemients 
have  been  effected  without  having  recourse  to  statutory  action. 
The  practice,  which  appears  to  be  growing  in  the  Borough,  of 
letting  rooms  in  private  dwellings  to  unmarried  seamen,  white' 
and  coloured,  appears  to  be  a  contravention  of  the  Merchant 
Shipping  Act  and  the  Byelaws  of  the  Borough.  These  seamen 
apparently  possess  some,  or  all  of  the  furniture  in  the  room  and  a 
rent  book,  but  in  view  of  all  the  circumstances  additional  safe¬ 
guards  appear  to  be  necessary. 


The  year  was  marked  by  three  important  advances  in  the 
health  services  of  the  Borough — the  opening  of  the  new  clinics  by 
the  Minister  of  Health,  the  inauguration  of  a  municipal  midwifery 
service,  and  the  appropriation  of  Harton  Hospital  as  a  (General 
Hospital  under  the  Public  Health  Acts.  The  clinics  are  now  a 
complete  unit  and  the  already  increased  attendances  have  demon¬ 
strated  their  popularity.  The  visit  of  the  Minister  drew  the 
attention  of  the  public  to  their  health  services  as  no  amount  of 
propaganda  could.  These  three  advances  will  contribute  in  no  small 
measure  to  the  promotion  of  the  better  health  of  the  community 
and  to  lessen  the  aggregate  of  human  suffering. 


T  have  to  place  on  record  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the 
Council  for  their  interest  in  the  work  of  my  department  and  for 
their  consideration  of  the  many  matters  it  was  necessary  to  place 
before  them.  To  the  members  of  my  staff  for  the  efficient  per¬ 
formance  of  their  duties  and  their  lo^/al  co-operation  I  record  my 
grateful  thanks.

In  the  number  of  births  are  included  those  of  21  children  born 
m  other  areas  whose  parents  were  residents  of  South  Shields, 
but  the  births  of  93  children  born  in  South  Shields  whose  parents 
did  not  belong  to  the  Borough  are  excluded.  Most  of  these  children 
were  born  in  the  South  Shields  General  Hospital. 

Of  the  total  births,  979  were  males  and  852  were  females. 

There  were  71  births  of  illegitimate  infants  (34  males  and 
37  females)  or  3.9  per  cent,  of  the  total  births.

1,485  deaths  occurred  among  South  Shields  residents  during 
1937,  equal  to  a  death  rate  of  13.4  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
as  compared  with  death  rates  of  13.2  in  1936,  12.6  in  1935  and  13.2 
in  1934.  Included  in  the  number  of  deaths  are  those  of  38  residents 
of  the  Borough  who  died  elsewhere,  but  the  deaths  of  217  residents 
of  other  areas  who  died  in  South  Shields  are  excluded. 

There  was  a  noticeable  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths 
in  the  age  period  1 — 4  years.  At  this  age  71  deaths  occurred  as 
compared  with  44  in  1936.  Bronchitis,  pneumonia  and  influenza 
accounted  for  34  deaths  ;  measles,  whooping  cough  and  scarlet 
fever  for  7,  and  diphtheria,  tonsillitis  and  laryngitis  for  6.  There 
were  7  deaths  from  tuberculosis  and  2  from  cancer  in  this  age 
group.

In  order  that  the  death  rates  of  tlie  various  local  areas  in 
England  and  Wales  may  be  more  strictly  comparable,  the  Registrar- 
General  now  supplies  to  each  area  an  "area  comparability  factor" 
based  on  the  variations  in  the  sex  and  age  constitution  of  the 
populations  of  the  respective  areas.  This  figure  as  applied  to  South 
Shields  is  1.12.  If  the  death  rate  is  multiplied  by  this  factor  it  is 
increased  to  15.0  per  1,000  of  the  population,  which,  when  compared 
with  the  death  rate  for  the  country  generally  is  found  to  be  21  per 
cent,  above  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  death  rate  in  South  Shields  in  the  first  quarter  of  the 
year  was  17.8  ;  in  the  second,  12.4  ;  in  the  third,  10.3  ;  and  in  the 
fourth,  13.1  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Of  the  total  deaths,  772  were  among  males  and  713  among 
females.

The  tabulation  of  deaths  as  given  in  Table  1,  page  18,  follows 
the  Detailed  International  List  of  Causes  (1929  Revision)  and  the 
classification  has  been  done  in  accordance  with  the  rules  contained 
in  the  Registrar-General’s  Manual  in  connection  with  that  List. 


At  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  the  short  list  of  the 
causes  of  death  as  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General  is  included  in 
the  report  (Table  1  {a),  page  29)  in  order  that  the  relation  between 
the  local  tabulation  and  the  statistics  supplied  by  the  Registrar- 
General  may  be  compared.  There  is  substantial  agreement,  but 
as  the  Registrar-General  points  out  the  classification  of  some  deaths 
in  respect  of  which  the  certifying  medical  practitioners  have  given 
indefinite  causes  is  modified  in  the  light  of  further  information 
obtained  by  him  from  them  by  special  enquiries  ;  and  this  possible 
source  of  discrepancy  should  be  borne  in  mind.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

A  detailed  list  of  the  officers  of  the  Public  Health  Services 
is  given  on  page  35. 

The  Public  Health  Services  were  described  in  detail  in  my 
Annual  Report  for  1930,  and  in  subsequent  reports  further  develop¬ 
ments  have  been  included. 

There  were  no  changes  in  the  services  provided  during  1937 
regarding  laboratory  facilities,  domiciliary  nursing,  health  visiting, 
infant  life  protection,  or  orthopaedic  treatment. 

With  regard  to  hospitals :  Harton  Hospital  was  appropriated 
as  a  general  hospital  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  from  the  1st 
April,  1937.  Plans  for  a  new  infectious  diseases  hospital  at  Cleadon 
were  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for 
approval.  Negotiations  for  the  new  joint  sanatorium  at  Nunthorpe 
were  completed. 

A  new  ambulance  was  provided  for  the  Deans  Hospital  to 
replace  the  ambulance  which  had  been  in  service  for  10  years. 

A  salaried  midwives'  service  was  instituted  on  July  26th,  1937. 
Seventeen  midwives,  seven  of  whom  are  state  registered  nurses, 
were  engaged. 

The  new  clinic  premises  were  opened  by  the  Minister  of 
Health,  the  Right  Honourable  Sir  Kingsley  Wood,  M.P.,  in 
September.  They  comprise  clinics  for  tuberculosis,  school  clinics, 
dental  clinics,  ultra-violet  ray  treatment,  maternity  and  child 
welfare,  pre-natal  and  post-natal  clinics,  and,  together  with  the 
existing  venereal  diseases  clinic  and  the  proposed  new  Health 
Department  adjoining,  form  a  complete  Health  Centre. 

During  the  year  the  Council  agreed  to  participate  in  a  pro¬ 
posed  orthopaedic  hospital  for  the  geographical  county  of  Durham. 
Under  this  scheme  hospital  treatment  will  be  provided  for 
orthopaedic  cases  from  South  Shields  and  after-care  treatment  will 
be  provided  at  the  new  clinics. 

The  National  Health  Publicity  Scheme  was  given  a  fillip  by 
the  visit  of  the  Alinister  of  Health.  There  can  be  few  people  in  the 
Borough  who  do  not  know  the  situation  and  purpose  of  the 
Council’s  scheme  for  the  treatment  of  disease  and  the  promotion 
of  health.  Posters  advertising  the  scheme  were  exhibited  on  the 
public  hoardings  and  on  the  hoardings  transferred  to  the  Council 
by  the  Empire  Marketing  Board.  Literature  was  distributed  to  the 
large  firms,  insurance  offices  and  shops.  Book  marks  on  the 
subjects  included  in  the  scheme  were  put  in  books  issued  by  the 
Public  Library,  and  leaflets  were  supplied  to  the  schools  for 
distribution  to  the  scholars.

Water  Supply. 


Water  is  supplied  by  the  Sunderland  and  South  Shields  Watei 
Company.  The  supply,  although  hard,  is  constant,  adequate  and 
pure.  The  following  is  a  report  by  the  Public  Analyst  on  the 
analysis  of  the  water.  The  total  hardness  is  45  degrees  and  the 
permanent  hardness  19.7  degrees.

This  sample  is  very  similar  to  that  which  we  reported  in 
October  last.  The  variations  are  not  more  than  might  be  expected 
in  two  samiples  taken  with  even  a  short  interval  between  them. 

The  sam.ple  was  well  filtered  and  free  from  smell,  and  contains 
no  objectionable  organic  impurity.  It  is  suitable  for  drinking,  and, 
except  for  the  disadvantage  of  its  hardness,  for  all  general  domestic 
purposes.

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The  new  reservoir  at  Burnhope  constructed  by  the  Durham 
County  Water  Board  was  officially  opened  in  September  1937,  and 
it  is  expected  that,  when  the  supply  is  available  for  the  town, 
the  water  will  be  considerably  softer. 

The  steps  taken  to  safeguard  the  water  from  contamination 
and  for  the  detection  of  impurities  are  outlined  in  a  recent  state¬ 
ment  by  the  Directors  of  the  Sunderland  and  South  Shields  Water 
Company. 

The  water  supplied  by  the  Company  is  pumped  from  12 
deep  wells  (average  depth  400  feet)  in  the  magnesium  limestone 
and  both  chemically  and  bacteriologically  is  one  of  the  purest 
waters  in  the  country. 

Bacteriological  examinations  extending  over  a  period  of  30 
years  in  the  Company's  own  laboratories  have  been  uniformly 
good,  with  no  tendency  w'hatsoever  to  fluctuation  in  the  composi¬ 
tion  or  bacterial  content  of  the  w^ater. 

The  wells  at  each  pumping  station  are  lined  with  brickwork 
or  cast  iron  wherever  necessary  to  exclude  surface  water,  and  the 
water  is  pumped  into  service  reservoirs  in  most  cases  before  delivery 
into  the  mains. 

The  company  has  on  its  technical,  staff  a  full-time  qualified 
analytical  chemist  and  bacteriologist,  who  examines  bacteriologi¬ 
cally  the  water  from  each  well  and  reservoir  monthly,  and  the 
town  supply,  as  represented  by  tap,  sampTs  w^eekly. 

In  all,  some  300  samples  by  tap  are  examined  bacteriologi- 
calty,  using  the  methods  adopted  by  the  Metropolitan  Water 
Board  and  advocated  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  given  in  Public 
Health  Report  No.  71  on  “  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Water 
Supplies." 

The  strictest  instructions  as  regards  personal  habits  are  issued 
to  ah.  the  Company's  men  who  may  be  engaged  in  any  kind  of 
work  in  the  wells,  to  ensure  that  no  risk  of  contamination  of  the 
water  supply  occurs,  and  whenever  such  work  is  proceeding  bac¬ 
teriological  tests  are  carried  put  more  frequently. 

The  areas  surrounding  the  various  wells  are  under  constant 
inspection,  and  any  remotely  possible  cause  of  pollution  is 
investigated. 
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The  Sunderland  and  South  Shields  Water  Company  are  ready 
at  any  time  to  give  the  local  authorities  or  rnedical  officers  of 
health  any  information  regarding  the  water  they  supply."

No  complaints  were  received  in  respect  of  the  water  during 
1937,  and  no  house  had  its  supply  disconnected  on  account  of  non¬ 
payment  of  the  water  rate.  Three  houses  which  had  been  dis¬ 
connected  in  previous  years  were  reconnected  in  1937.  The 
number  of  tenemented  houses  in  which  an  indoor  water  supply 
is  being  installed  is  increasing. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

The  water  carriage  system  is  universal  throughout  the  town 
except  in  a  few  isolated  houses  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town.  49 
new  water  closets  were  installed  as  a  result  of  action  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  cleansing  of  the  streets  has  been  systematically  carried 
out,  and  the  streets  are  maintained  in  a  clean  condition.  Of  the 
three  refuse  dumps  no  complaints  were  received  in  respect  of  two, 
but  the  third  caused  a  considerable  amount  of  discomfort  in  the 
neighbourhood.  The  Harton  Coal  Company,  to  whom  the  refuse 
beffings,  took  immediate  and  energetic  steps  to  remedy  the  nuisance 
by  spreading  the  burning  refuse  on  adjoining  land,  pumping  liquid 
cement  into  the  dump  through  steel  tubes,  and  by  pouring  large 
quantities  of  water  on  the  dump. 

A  few  complaints  were  received  on  account  of  offensive  smells 
arising  from  the  tip  at  Gipsies  Green,  especially  during  warm 
weather:  these  were  dealt  with  and  the  nuisance  abated. 

Sanitary  Inspection. 

Tables  showing  the  classified  visits  paid  by  the  inspectors, 
notices  served,  and  structural  improvements  effected,  will  be  found 
on  pages  49  to  51.  The  five  inspectors  paid  a  total  of  20,477 
visits  to  premises  for  various  purposes  during  the  year.  In  their 
reports  to  me,  comment  is  made  on  the  satisfactory  scavenging 
of  the  streets,  the  value  of  systematic  "  yard  to  yard  "  inspection. 
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and  the  inspection  of  back  lanes  and  allotments.  Some  difficulty 
has  been  experienced  on  account  of  the  charge  imposed  on  trades¬ 
people  for  the  removal  of  excess  rubbish,  but  by  regular  visits 
by  the  inspector  the  difficulty  has  been,  to  a  large  extent,  overcome. 

263  complaints,  verbal  and  otherwise,  were  received  at  the 
Health  Department  during  the  year :  93  on  account  of  structural 
defects,  37  for  dampness,  43  for  choked  or  defective  drains,  20  for 
vermin,  17  for  accumulations  of  rubbish,  11  for  dirty  houses,  10 
for  rats  and  mice,  9  for  keeping  animals  so  as  to  be  a  nuisance, 
overcrowding  7,  and  others  16. 

Swimming  Baths. 

There  are  two  swimming  baths  in  the  Borough;  one  covered, 
and  supplied  with  the  town's  water,  the  other  an  open-air  bath, 
in 'which  sea  water  is  used.  The  former  is  equipped  with  a 
chlorination  and  filtration  plant,  the  latter  with  a  chlorinating 
apparatus  and  circulating  pump.  Frequent  bacteriological 
examinations  showed  that  the  water  in  both  was  satisfactory. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

The  method  for  the  eradication  of  bed  bugs  described  in  my 
annual  report  for  1936  continued  to  give  satisfactory  results.  Refer¬ 
ence  is  also  made  to  this  subject  on  page  55  of  the  Housing  section 
of  the  present  report. 

Schools, 

Apart  from  the  supervision  exercised  over  the  schools  by  the 
school  medical  officers,  regular  visits  are  paid  by  the  sanitary 
inspectors  who  paid  346  visits  during  the  year.  The  inspectors 
report  that  the  school  premises  are,  as  regards  cleanliness,  all  that 
could  be  desired. 

With  re'gard  to  students  attending  the  Junior  Instruction 
Centre;  some  difficulty  has  arisen  in  the  case  of  those  students  who, 
when  a  case  of  infectious  disease  has  occurred  in  their  households, 
have  been  excluded  from,  attending  the  centre  as  a  precautionary 
measure.  In  some  cases  their  unemployment  benefit  has  been 
discontinued.  As  this  exclusion  is  in  the  interest  of  public  health, 
it  would  appear  that  the  cessation  of  unemployment  benefit 
penalises  the  student  through  no  fault  of  his  own.  Contacts  of 
cases  of  infectious  disease  are  kept  under  observation  until  the 
period  of  infectivity  is  over,  and  there  is  very  little  risk  of  a  contact 
absenting  himself  from  the  centre  for  a  longer  period  than  is  con¬ 
sistent  with  safety.

Five  applications  for  the  establishment  of  fish  frying  shops 
were  received  during  the  year:  two  were  granted,  two  were  with¬ 
drawn,  and  one  was  refused.  The  inspectors  report  that  a  high 
standard  of  cleanliness  is  maintained. 

Lodging  Houses. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  22  lodging  houses  licensed 
to  accommodate  347  seamen  lodgers.  Of  these,  three  accommodate 
British  seamen,  the  remainder  are  used  for  the  accommodation  of 
Scandinavian,  Russian,  Arab  and  coloured  seamen.  The  inspec¬ 
tors  paid  362  visits,  and  the  police  1,089  visits  to  seamen’s  lodging 
houses  during  the  year. 

There  were  also  five  common  lodging  houses,  the  registration 
of  which  is  subject  to  annual  revision.  They  provide  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  207  lodgers.  75  visits  were  paid  by  the  sanitary  inspectors, 
and  247  by  police  officers  to  these  premises  during  the  year.  The 
premises  are  kept  reasonably  clean.  The  need  for  common  lodging 
houses  appears  to  be  decreasing,  and  the  premises  are  not  occupied 
to  anything  like  capacity.  Any  warnings  given  by  the  inspectors 
on  account  of  sanitary  defects  are  quickly  attended  to. 

Houses  Let-in-Lcdgings. 

The  improvement  in  the  condition  of  these  premises  mentioned 
in  my  report  for  1936  continues.  The  number  of  tenants  using  this 
type  of  accommodation  is  decreasing.  The  inspectors  paid  57 
visits  to  these  premises  during  the  year. 

Stables  and  Allotments, 

The  number  of  allotments  in  the  Borough  is  steadily  decreas¬ 
ing,  as  the  land  is  required  for  building  purposes.  Strict  super¬ 
vision  is  exercised  by  the  inspectors,  especially  over  those  stables 
in  the  vicinity  of  houses  and  schop^.s,  to  see  that  manure  is  not 
allowed  to  remain.  No  serious  complaints  were  received.  The 
inspectors  paid  1,254  visits  to  stables  and  allotments  during  the 
year.

Rat  Repression. 

Several  complaints  of  rats  infesting  premises  were  received. 
The  inspectors  paid  67  visits  to  premises  said  to  be  harbouring  rats. 
In  every  case  where  rats  are  found,  certain  structural  defects  or 
the  unsuitable  storage  of  food  exist,  and,  on  these  being  remedied, 
the  rats  disappear. 

The  provisions  of  the  Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act  were 
advertised  in  the  local  press.  Leaflets  on  the  destruction  of  the 
vermin  and  the  booklet  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  on 
the  subject  were  widely  distributed,  and  posters  drawing  attention 
to  the  menace  were  exhibited. 

Some  of  the  complaints  of  the  presence  of  rats  were  unfounded. 
In  one  case  a  cinema  was  reported  to  be  infested,  and  that  ladies' 
legs  were  bitten  and  stockings  ''  laddered,"  but  it  was  proved  that, 
if  they  were,  whatever  the  cause,  it  was  due  to  something  other 
than  rats. 

Theatres  and  Cinemas. 

There  are  12  cinemas  and  1  theatre  in  the  borough.  The 
inspectors  paid  126  visits  and  found  a  high  standard  of  cleanliness 
generally.  In  one  case,  on  account  of  the  popularity  of  the  cinema, 
the  sanitary  accommodation  had  become  insufficient.  This  was 
quickly  remedied.

HOUSING. 


According  to  the  Rate  Books  there  were,  at  the  end  of  1937, 
30,926  inhabited,  houses  in  the  Borough.  This  is  an  increase  of 
307  over  the  figure  for  1936. 

New  Houses. 

During  1937,  232  self-contained  houses  and  19  houses  of 
flats  (38  tenements)  were  erected  by  private  enterprise,  and  484 
self-contained  houses  and  8  houses  of  flats  (16  tenements)  were 
ereeted  under  the  Councirs  Clearance  Schemes.  The  clearance 
scheme  houses  were  built  by  the  North  Eastern  Housing  Association 
by  agreement  with  the  Council,  and  were  situated  in  Boldon  Lane, 
Prince  Edward  Road,  Mile  End  Road  and  Learn  Lane.  The  houses 
built  by  private  enterprise  were  situated  at  Simonside,  Marsden 
Road,  Sunniside,  Mowbray  Road  and  Stanhope  Road. 


Several  large  self-contained  houses  in  Westoe  Road,  Mowbray 
Road,  South-  View  Terrace,  Logan  Terrace,  and  Horsle}/  Hill  Road 
have  been  converted  into  flats  with  modem  conveniences,  plans 
having  been  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Council. 

Re- Housing. 

Under  the  powers  of  the  Housing  Acts,  1930  to  1936,  the 
Town  Council  have  made  considerable  progress  in  the  elimination 

of  unfit  dweliingliouses  and  the  re-housing  of  the  tenants  on  ncw' 

estates.

Overcrowding. 

So  far  the  Council  have  not  specially  built  or  set  apart  any 
houses  to  relieve  overcrowding,  but  many  of  those  built  under 
the  powers  of  the  Housing  Acts,  1930  to  1936,  have  been  used  for  the 
purpose  when  they  have  become  vacant.  During  the  year  266  cases 
of  overcrowding  were  relieved,  188  by  removal  of  families  from 
clearance  areas  and  78  by  using  vacated  Council  houses.  Despite 
this,  overcrowding  is  still  a  very  serious  matter  in  the  Borough. 

Repair  of  Houses. 

783  defective  dwelling  houses  were  rendered  fit  for  habitation 
during  the  year  as  a  result  of  action  taken  by  the  Housing  and 
Sanitary  Inspectors. 

Rent  Acts. 

No  application  was  received  for  a  certihcate  under  the  Rent, 
etc..  Restriction  Acts  during  the  year. 

Eradication  of  Vermin. 

Details  of  the  methods  used  for  the  eradication  of  vermin  were 
described  in  my  annual  report  of  1936.  These  measures  have  been 
found  satisfactory,  and  have  been  used  during  1937.  22  Council 

houses  and  103  other  houses  were  reported  to  be  infested  during 
the  year.  All  were  disinfested  by  the  methods  described,  58  by 
fumigation  and  67  by  other  methods.  Landlords  are  very  willing 
to  co-operate  in  carrying  out  the  work  entailed  in  disinfestation.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. 

During  the  year,  quarterly  examinations  of  all  milch  cows 
within  the  Borough  were  carried  out  by  the  Veterinary  Inspector. 
The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  farms  visited  and  the 
number  of  animals  examined  each  quarter  ; —

One  dairy  farm  was  given  up  owing  to  the  land  having  been 
sold  for  housing. 

The  Veterinary  Inspector  reported  the  general  condition  of  the 
herds  to  be  good  and  the  methods  of  milk  production  satisfactor\c 

Four  notifications  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925,  were 
received  during  the  year.  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Order  the  animals  were  removed  from  the  herds  and  slaughtered 
and  compensation  was  paid.  Three  farms  were  affected. 

Forty  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  biological  test  for  tubercle 
bacilli,  all  of  which  were  from  farms  within  the  Borough.  The  result 
of  the  tests  of  thirty-four  samples  were  negative.  The  remaining 
six  results  were  positive  ;  and  of  the.se  one  was  a  sample  taken 
from  the  bulk  supply  of  milk  of  a  herd  ;  two  were  from  groups  of 
cows,  and  three  from  individual  cows. 

Nineteen  samples  of  milk  were  also  submitted  for  micro¬ 
scopical  examination  in  only  one  of  which  was  acid-fast  bacilli 
found  to  be  present.  This  was  later  confirmed  b}^  a  biological  test 
from  the  same  sample. 

Eight  additional  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination,  all  of  which  were  obtained  at  dairy  farms  within  the 
Borough.

Seven  of  these  samples  were  taken  informally  and  six  were 
statutory. 

Informal  samples  numbers  (3),  (6),  and  (7)  were  taken  on 
arrival  at  a  dairy,  and  the  results  of  the  analyses  were  sent  to  the 
County  Authority  in  whose  area  the-  producers’  premises  were 
situate.  One  of  the  producers  was  subsequently  proceeded  against 
by  the  County  Authority  as  a  result  of  the  analysis  of  a  statutory 
sample  and  a  fine  of  £10  and  £10  10s.

Proceedings  against  the  manufacturers 
and  vendor  were  instituted  but  were  withdrawn,  as  it  was  found  that 
the  company  had  gone  into  liquidation  and  an  entirely  new  company 
had  taken  over  the  business  after  the  stock  had  been  delivered 
to  the  vendor. 

Chocolate  Biscuits  and  Wafers  : 

Three  samples  of  chocolate  biscuits  and  wafers  of  foreign 
manufacture  were  taken  ;  two  informal  and  one  statutor^n  Both 
informal  samples  were  certified  to  be  free  from  preservative.  The 
statutory  sample  of  chocolate  finger  wafers  was  found  to  contain 
boric  acid  1,000  parts  per  million  or  7  grains  per  lb. 

Proceedings  against  the  importers  and  vendor  were  withdrawn 
owing  to  proceedings  having  been  alreaeiy  taken  in  respect  of  the 
same  consignment  by  another  authority.  As  a  result  of  these  pro¬ 
ceedings,  the  third  portion  of  the  sample  was  sent  to  the  Government 
Analyst,  who  found  that  the  boron  compounds  (equivalent  to 
0.008  per  cent,  of  boric  acid)  in  the  sample  were  consistent  with  their 
being  present  as  natural  constituents  of  the  cocoa  beans  used  in  the 
manufacture  of  the  chocolate  and  therefore  he  was  unable  to  say 
that  the  sample  contained  added  preservative. 

Currants,  Raisins  and  Sultanas  : 

Nine  informal  samples  of  currants,  eight  of  raisins  and  eight  of 
sultanas  were  taken.  Three  samples  of  sultanas  contained  40, 
40  and  50  parts  of  sulphur  dioxide  per  million  respectively  and  the 
remaining  twenty-two  samples  were  free  from  preservative. 

Sauce  : 

Two  informal  samples  were  taken  and  found  to  be  free  from 
preservative. 

Sago  : 

One  informal  sample  was  taken  and  certified  to  be  95  per  cent, 
tapioca. 

Manna  ; 

Two  samples  were  purchased,  informal  and  statutory,  from  a 
person  lecturing  from  a  stall  in  the  Public  Market  Place.  Both 
samples  were  reported  by  the  Public  Analyst  to  be  not  genuine. 
The  statutory  sample  was  certified  to  contain  the  following  sub¬ 
stances  : — Magnesium  carbonate  0.15  per  cent.,  calcium  carbonate 
0.16  per  cent,  gentian  root  2.40  per  cent.,  wheat  flour  84.00  per  cent., 
and  moisture  13.20  per  cent.

AGRICULTURAL  PRODUCE  (GRADING  AND

One  instance  of  using  an  egg  container  displaying  a  National 
mark  label  for  ungraded  produce  was  noted  during  the  year.  The 
offender  was  requested  to  remove  and  destroy  the  label,  and  he  was 
cautioned. 

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS,  1894  to  1935. 

Proceedings  were  taken  against  two  persons  during  the  year 
for  offences  under  the  following  Orders,  viz.  : — ■ 
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Transit  of  Animals  {Amendment)  Order,  1931. 

Overcrowding  a  road  vehicle  and  causing  unnecessary  suffering 
to  sheep  and  the  death  b}"  suffocation  of  a  calf.  Fined  £20. 

Movement  of  Animals  {Records)  Order,  1925. 

For  failing  to  enter  in  the  record  book  within  the  specified  time 
the  movement  of  animals.  Fined  10/-. 
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NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 

There  were  three  alterations  in  the  list  of  notifiable  infectious 
diseases  during  1937. 

{a)  Pemphigus  neonatorum  was  made  compulsorily  notifiable 
from  the  14th  May,  1937,  by  order  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  on 
the  application  of  the  Local  Authority. 

{h)  “  Continued  Fever  ”  ceased  to  be  notihable  from  the  1st 

October,  1937,  when  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  came  into  force. 

(c)  Puerperal  Fever  is  now  notifiable  as  Puerperal  Pyrexia 
since  the  1st  October,  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

The  medical  men  practising  in  South  Shields  were  informed  by 
letter  of  these  alterations  in  the  list,  and  opportunity  was  also 
taken  to  clear  up  certain  difficulties  which  had  arisen  with  regard 
to  the  notification  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  and  puerperal 
pyrexia. 

There  were  no  cases  of  smallpox,  continued  fever,  enteric  fever, 
relapsing  fever,  cholera,  plague,  polio-encephalitis,  or  typhus  fever 
reported  during  the  year.

Smallpox. 

No  case  of  smallpox  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Vaccination. 

During  the  year  ended  30th  September,  1937,  406  successful 
primary  vaccinations  were  performed  by  the  Public  Vaccinators, 
including  390  children  under  a  year  old;  and  four  persons  were  re¬ 
vaccinated. 

Of  the  1,930  births  registered  in  1936,  574  infants  (29.7  per 
-cent.)  were  successfully  vaccinated  by  the  31st  January,  1938. 
In  1,090  cases  (56.5  per  cent.)  there  was  conscientious  objection 
to  vaccination  on  the  part  of  the  parents.  In  8  cases  vaccination 
was  unsuccessful , owing  to  insusceptibility;  126  children  died  un¬ 
vaccinated;  in  27  cases  vaccination  was  postponed  on  medical 
grounds;  22  children  removed  to  other  districts;  71  gould  not  be 
traced  and  12  remained  unaccounted  for  in  the  Vaccination 
Record  Book. 

No  action  before  the  magistrates  was  taken  in  these  12  cases. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

452  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  including  six  which  occurred  in 
institutions  among  non-residents,  were  notified  during  the  year 
as  compared  with  659  notifications  in  1936.  The  disease  has  been 
prevalent  since  1934.  There  were  four  deaths,  one  in  hospital 
complicated  with  pneumonia  and  three  at  the  homes  of  the  patients. 
Two  of  the  latter  were  complicated  with  endocarditis.  84  per 
cent,  of  the  cases  were  removed  to  hospital.  83  secondary  cases 
occurred  in  39  houses,  and  there  were  18  return  cases  "  or  cases 
occurring  in  the  household  within  10  days  after  the  discharge  of  a 
patient  from  hospital.  The  disease  was  of  a  severe  type  and 
presented  complications  during  the  first  half  of  the  year;  thereafter 
the  type  became  less  severe. 

Diphtheria. 

128  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified.  This  is  the  •  highest 
nnmber  of  notifications  since  1908  when  a  similar  number  w'as 
notified.  The  incidence  of  diphtheria  has  always  been  low,  as  low 
as  19  cases  in  1931,  and  since- 1908  has  never  reached  three  figures. 
The  notifications  included  three  non-residents,  one  in  the  General 
Hospital  and  two  in  the  Social  Service  Camp  at  Marsden.  There 
were  nine -households  in  each  of  which  two  cases  were  notified. 
93  per  cent,  of  the  cases  were  removed  to  hospital.  There  were  19 
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deaths  from  the  disease:  16  in  hospital,  2  at  home,  and  1  was  a 
South  Shields  resident  who  died  in  another  area.  The  case 
mortality  amounted  to  14  per  cent,  as  compared  with  10  per  cent, 
during  1936. 

The  disease  was  mostly  of  the  faucial  type  and  was  moderately 
severe.  Only  one  child  had  the  laryngeal  type  of  the  disease. 
506,000  units  of  anti-toxin  were  supplied  to  doctors  for  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  cases  or  suspected  cases  at  home. 

Enteric  Fever. 

No  case  was  notified  during  1937.  Only  24  cases  have  been 
notified  during  the  past  12  years,  the  majority  of  whom  were  found 
to  be  suffering  from  conditions  other  than  enteric  fever. 

Pneumonia. 

The  incidence  of  pneumonia,  primary  and  influenzal,  was 
greater  during  1937  than  for  several  years.  Possibly  many  of  the 
cases  notified  as  primary  pneumonia  were  really  influenzal  in  origin 
during  the  early  part  of  the  year  when  influenza  was  prevalent. 
337  cases  of  primary  and  50  of  influenzal  pneumonia  were  notified 
during  the  year.  Fifteen  of  the  cases  notified  were  non-residents 
of  the  Borough  under  treatment  in  hospitals.  The  notification  of 
pneumonia  is  very  well  observed.  Only  11  cases  were  not 
notified  during  1937.  The  attack  rate  was  3.49  per  1,000  of  the 
population  as  compared  with  2.56  per  1,000  in  1936,  and  with  1.58 
in  1937  for  the  125  County  Boroughs  and  Great  Towns.

89  pneumonia  jackets  were  supplied  to  patients  at  the  request 
of  the  medical  attendant.  51  cases  were  admitted  to  the  General 
Hospital  and  30  cases  were  referred  to  the  South  Shields  and 
District  Nursing  Association  whose  nurses  paid  607  visits.  The 
Health  Visitors  paid  405  visits. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica. 

Only  one  case  was  notified,  a  woman  of  28.  She  was  treated 
at  home  and  made  a  rapid  recovery. 
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Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. 

Three  cases  were  notified;  all  occurred  in  females,  aged  5,  6 
and  46  years.  They  all  died,  one  at  home  and  two  in  hospital. 

Erysipelas. 

71  cases  were  notified  and  there  were  three  deaths  from  this 
disease.  More  than  half  of  the  number  of  cases  occurred  during 
the  last  four  months  of  the  year.  Four  of  the  cases  were  non¬ 
residents  of  the  Borough  under  treatment  in  hospitals. 

% 

Other  Diseases. 

One  case  of  dysentery,  a  ship’s  steward  who  contracted  the 
disease  in  Venezuela  in  1936,  and  one  case  of  malaria,  a  marine 
engineer,  said  to  have  contracted  the  disease  at  Port  Said,  were 
notified.  One  case  of  polio-myelitis  occurred  in  a  girl  of  15  years: 
she  recovered.  14  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum,  9  cases  of 
pemphigus  neonatorum,  2  cases  of  puerperal  fever,  and  8  cases 
of  puerperal  pyrexia  were  notihed.  These  are  referred  to  in  the 
section  of  this  report  which  deals  with  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare. 

Food  Poisoning. 

Four  cases  of  “  food  poisoning  ”  were  notified  (under  the 
South  Shields  Corporation  Act,  1935).  They  all  proved  to  be 
cases  of  dietary  indiscretion. 

NON-NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Measles. 

Information  was  received  at  the  Health.  Department  of  525 
cases  from  schools  and  in  other  ways.  The  number  of  cases  in  the 
previous  year  was  866.  The  Health  Visitors  paid  562  visits  to 
the  homes  of  the  patients.  In  76  per  cent,  of  the  cases  a  doctor 
was  in  attendance  at  the  time  of  the  Health  Visitor’s  first  visit. 
There  were  four  deaths  (three  males  and  one  female),  all  of  which 
occurred  in  the  second  quarter  of  the  year.  The  death  rate  was 
0.04  per  1,000  of  the  population.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to 
to  refer  any  case  to  the  Nursing  Association,  and  on  account  of 
lack  of  accommodation,  no  case  was  admitted  to  hospital. 

Whooping  Cough. 

Whooping  cough  was  much  less  prevalent  than  in  1936.  208 

cases  were  reported  to  the  Health  Department.  The  Health 
Visitors  paid  218  visits  to  the  homes  of  the  patients,  and  in  70 
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per  cent,  of  the  cases  a  doctor  was  in  attendance  at  the  time  of  the 
Health  Visitor’s  visit.  There  were  nine  deaths  from  the  disease — 
four  males  and  five  females.  Four  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  the 
first  quarter,  two  in  each  of  the  second  and  third,  and  one  in  the 
fourth  quarter  of  the  year. 

Chicken  Pox. 

598  cases  were  reported  as  compared  with  506  in  1936.  The 
Health  Visitors  paid  622  visits  to  the  homes  of  the  patients. 

Mumps. 

Only  181  cases,  as  compared  with  737  in  1936,  were  reported. 
The  Health  Visitors  paid  189  visits  to  the  homes  of  the  patients. 

Enteritis. 

12  deaths  occurred  among  children  under  2  years,  as  compared 
with  23  in  1936  and  27  in  1935.  The  death  rate  was  0.11  per  1,000 
of  the  population  or  6.6  per  1,000  births.  The  comparative  figure 
for  England  and  Wales  was  5.8  per  1,000  births,  and  for  the 
County  Boroughs  generally,  7.9  per  1,000  births. 

Of  the  deaths,  8  were  males  and  4  females  (including  2  pairs 
of  twins).  Three  of  the  children  died  aged  3  to  4  weeks,  2  aged 

1  to  3  months,  2  aged  3  to  6  months,  2  aged  6  to  12  months,  and 

2  aged  16  and  17  months  respectively. 

Six  cases  died  in  October  and  March,  suggesting  that  the 
disease  was  not  epidemic  in  type  and  possible  secondary  to  un¬ 
recognised  influenza. 

The  cases  occurred  in  8  wards  of  the  Borough.  Four  were 
treated  in  the  General  Hospital,  of  whom  two  died. 

Special  enquiries  are  made  by  the  Health  Visitors  regarding 
the  feeding  of  the  infants,  storage  of  food,  cleanliness,  the  use  of 
a  “  dummy.”  etc.

Accommodation. 

There  was  no  change  in  the  hospital  accommodation  for  cases 
of  infectious  disease.  The  hospital  was  overcrowded  over  the 
latter  part  of  the  year,  but  on  account  of  the  shorter  stay  of  the 
patients  in  hospital  the  overcro wading  was  not  so  marked  as  in 
former  epidemics.  Twenty-eight  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  7 
admitted  to  Boldon  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  under  the 
Council’s  arrangement  with  the  Boldon  LTrban  District  Council. 

The  following  table  show's  the  number  of  cases  treated  during 
the  year  in  the  Deans  Hospital  and  the  Boldon  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital.

381  patients  were  admitted-  as  scarlet  fever,  25  of  whhch 
proved  to  be  conditions-other  than-scarlet  dever.  Five  of  the  cases 
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had  chickenpox  in  addition.  Three  were  admitted  as  suspected 
scarlet  fever  but  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  German  measles. 
There  was  one  death  in  which  the  case  was  complicated  with  bron¬ 
cho-pneumonia.  The  average  length  of  stay  in  the  hospitaT  was 
28  davs.

Diphtheria. 

119  cases  were  admitted  as  diphtheria.  Four  of  these  cases 
were  also  suffering  from  scarlet  fever  and  one  was  a  carrier.'’ 
Of  the  cases  admitted  it  was  found  that  38  were  diseases  of  the 
throat  other  than  diphtheria.  There  were  16  deaths,  10  of  whom 
died  within  5  days  of  admission,  the  remainder  after  8,  10,  10,  10, 
11  and  34  days  respectively.  The  average  length  of  stay  in 
hospital  (excluding  fatal  cases)  was  20  days.  In  addition  14 
cases  of  suspected  diphtheria  were  admitted,  and  after  investigation 
13  were  discharged.  One,  however,  died  after  9  days  in  hospital 
from  streptococcal  tonsillitis. 

The  maximum  number  of  patients  in  hospital  was  71  (scarlet 
fever  62,  diphtheria  8,  and  1  suspect)  on  October  13th;  and  the 
minimum  number  was  16  (scarlet  fever  9,  diphtheria  7)  on  April 
24th  and  25th. 

The  maximum  number  of  scarlet  fever  patients  in  hospital  was 
63  (Deans  Hospital  46,  Boldon  Hospital  17)  on  October  20th  and 
21st,  and  the  minimum  number  was  9  on  April  24th  and  25th  (all 
in  Deans  Hospital). 

As  regards  diphtheria,  the  maximum  number  was  13  (January 
25th  and  26th).  On  November  25th  and  26th  there  was  no  case 
of  diphtheria  under  treatment  in  hospital. 
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THE  SOUTH  SHIELDS  GENERAL  HOSPITAL. 

The  following  is  a  report  from  Dr.  Hannay,  Medical  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  Genera]  Hospital. 

The  change  of  control  from  the  Public  Assistance  Commnttee 
to  the  Public  Health  Committee  took  place  on  the  1st  April,  1937, 
and  in  consequence  there  has  been  but  nine  months  under  the  new 
administration,  but  all  vital  figures,  e.g.,  admissions,  discharges, 
etc.,  are  included  for  the  whole  year,  so  that  this  report  might 
be  comprehensive. 


Several  difficulties  were  naturally  experienced,  coincident 
with  and  subsequent  to  the  change  over.  One  of  these  difficulties 
has  arisen  from  the  fact  that  the  Mental  Wards  of  the  Institution 
were  not  included  in  the  scheme  of  appropriation,  and  in  my  opinion, 
no  discrimination  should  exist  between  the  physically  and  mentally 
sick.  Since  1st  April,  1937,  in  every  case  of  mental  instability 
occurring  in  the  hospital,  it  has  been  necessary  to  notify  a  Relieving 
Officer  before  the  transfer  of  a  patient  to  the  Mental  Wards  could 
be  effected.  This  has,  at  times,  caused  unavoidable  delay.  Moreover, 
such  transfer  at  once  alters  the  status  of  the  patient,  viz.  : — from 
Public  Health  to  Public  Assistance  control.  I  should  therefore 
advise  the  early  transfer  of  the  Mental  Wards  to  the  control  of  the 
Health  Committee. 

The  year  has  been  a  busy  one  ;  admissions  have  increased 
by  1,038,  and  at  times  overcrowding  in  several  wards  has  been 
unavoidable.  The  provision  of  heated  verandah  accommodation, 
and  the  new  Maternity  Block,  both  of  which  have  been  agreed  to 
by  the  Council,  should,  when  provided,  overcome  this  difficulty. 
But  the  need  of  both  is  very  urgent.  If  the  demand  for  admissions 
continues  to  increase,  it  may  unfortunately  be  necessary  to  refuse 
the  immediate  admission  of  paying  patients,  restrict  the  immediate 
admission  of  other  than  acute  cases,  and  curtail  the  bookings  of 
private  maternity  cases,  until  new  facilities  are  available.  A  reference 
to  the  paragraph  of  my  report  preceding  Table  IV.  gives  further 
suggestions  for  relieving  congestion  in  the  wards. 

During  the  year  280  new  bedsteads  with  interlock  mattresses 
have  replaced  a  corresponding  number  which  were  old-fashioned, 
of  varying  lengths  and  heights  and  entirely  worn  out.  The  in¬ 
stallation  of  central  heating  by  radiators  throughout  the  hospital 
wards  and  corridors  is  nearing  completion.  These  improvements 
will  greatly  add  to  the  comfort  of  the  patients.

In  addition  to  the  structural  provisions  mentioned  above, 
the  efficiency  of  the  hospital  would  be  enhanced  by  the  following 
additions  to  the  staff,  which,  in  my  opinion,  are  necessary  : — 

1.  The  services  of  a  Visiting  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Surgeon, 
alternatively,  greater  facilities  than  at  present  for  the 
treatment  of  these  conditions. 

2.  The  appointment  of  a  Visiting  Radiologist,  whose  inter¬ 
pretation  of  X-Ray  films,  chests  included,  would  be  of  great 
value  for  correct  diagnosis  and  treatment. 

3.  The  appointment  of  a  Visiting  Pathologist. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of 
the  valuable  services  of  the  Visiting  Staff,  and  my  thanks  for  the 
loyal  and  conscientious  work  of  the  regular  hospital  staff. 

The  hospital  deals  with  all  varieties  of  cases  except  infections 
diseases,  e.g.,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria  and/or  enteric  fever,  etc., 
any  outbreak  of  which  is  dealt  with  b}/'  immediate  transfer  to 
the  Isolation  Hospital. 

The  services  of  the  hospital  are  a.vailable  for  the  County  Borough 
of  South  Shields,  and  cases  are  admitted  from  the  adjoining  Boroughs 
of  Jarrow  and  Hebburn,  and  Boldon  Urban  District. 

Tlie  sick  poor  continue  to  have  the  first  call  upon  the  hospital 
accommodedion,  and  as  many  such  are  permanently  incapacitated 
and  destitute,  87  beds  are  continuously  occupied,  any  vacancy 
through  death  being  immediately  filled  from  an  overflow^  of  such 
cases  in  the  other  wards  of  the  hospital.  This  proportion  of  chronic 
patients  occupies  roughly  2(3  p?r  cent,  of  the  a^/ailable  adult  beds. 

There  is  a  limited  accommodation  for  patients  paying  £2  12s.  (3d. 
per  week.  The  number  of  such  admitted  during  the  year  was  14(3. 

Staff. 

In  addition  to  the  Medical  Staff  detailed  on  page  5,  the  Staff 
consists  of  a  Matron,  three  Administration  Sisters,  a  Sister  Tutor, 
ten  Ward  Sisters,  a  Night  Sister,  a  Theatre  Sister,  a  Massage  Sister 
and  sixty  to  seventy  Probationer  Nurses.  There  is  also  a  Dispenser, 
a  Radiographer,  a  Steward,  an  Almoner,  and  a  Clerk. 

Nurses’  Training  School. 

The  hospital  is  recognised  by  the  General  Nursing  Council 
as  a  training  school'  for  nurses,  lectures  being  given  by  the  Medical 
Superintendent  and  a  full-time  Sister  Tutor,  and  clinical  instruction 
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in  the  wards  by  the  medical  staff.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that,  with  the 
very  large  increase  in' the  number  of  women  admitted  for  confine¬ 
ment,  and  the  early  provision  of  the  new  maternity  block,  tlu' 
hospital  may  receive  the  approval  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board 
as  a  training  school  for  midwives. 

Work  of  the  Hospital. 

The  mode  of  admission  to  the  hospital  is  as  follows  - 

1.  All  cases  of  tuberculosis  from  the  County  Borough  of  South 

Shields  and  cases  for  removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids  under 
the  Education  Committee,  by  order  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 

2.  Cases  from  outside  the  Borough  boundary,  by  Relieving 

Officer’s  order. 

3.  Remainder  by  the  Medical  Superintendent  after  request 

by  the  patient’s  family  doctor,  or  in  emergency,  e.g.,  acci¬ 
dent,  maternity,  or  other  urgent  case,  b}^  the  Mcelical 
Superintendent  alone.

Maternity  Department. 

The  number  of  women  confined  has  rapidly  increased  during 
the  past  five  years,  viz.,  in  1933 — 68  ;  19.34 — 124  ;  1935 — 195  ; 
1936^ — 325;  1937 — 469.  There  are  two  wards,  one  of  11  beds 

for  the  reception  of  “clean”  cases,  and  a  smaller  ward  of  6  beds 
for  abnormal  cases,  e.g.,  “failed  forceps”  or  other  possible  con¬ 
tamination  prior  to  admission,  such  as  knowm  gonococcal  infection, 
pyelitis,  etc.  Each  ward  has  its  labour  room.  The  accommodation 
has  at  frequent  intervals  been  taxed  to  the  uttermost,  and  that  to 
be  provided  by  fresh  building  is  eagerly  awaited,  and  a  vital 
necessity.  The  wearing  of  cestra  masks,  sterile  gowns  and  gloves 
s  compulsory  by  all  in  attendance  both  in  the  labour  and  lying-in 
wards,  and  Dettol  is  the  only  antiseptic  used.

Sessions  are  held  on  two  afternoons  each  week,  and  during 
the  year  102  sessions,  averaging  hours  have  been  held.  Thorough 
examination  and  investigation  of  conditions  likely  to  influence 
pregnancy  or  labour  are  carried  out,  including  blood  and  other 
specialised  examinations  where  indicated.  Many  of  the  women 
when  first  seen  have  been  found  suffering  from  malnutrition. 
Such  are  referred  by  certificate  to  the  Public  Health  Department, 
or  the  Unemployment  Assistance  Board  in  cases  where  the  husband 
is  unemployed,  for  extra  nourishment.  Calcium  and  vitamin 
therapy  are  available  from  the  hospital  dispensary,  and  women 
showing  abnormalities  of  pregnancy,  e.g.,  cardiac  decompensation, 
persistent  albuminuria,  hyperpiesis,  or  an};^  condition  necessitating 
hospital  treatment  are  at  once  admitted.

Wmmen  on  discharge  from  the  maternity  wards  are  asked 
to  attend  the  clinic  for  examination  six  weeks  later,  and  at  sub¬ 
sequent  intervals  as  necessary. 

In  all,  252  women  made  514  attendances.  It  is  to  be  regretted 
that  a  greater  proportion  do  not  take  advantage  of  at  least  one 
examination,  but  I  am  confident  the  attendances  will  improve 
wlien  its  value  is  more  generally  recognised  by  the  mothers.

In  addition,  17i  necessitating  a  general  anaesthetic  were  carried 
out  in  the  labour  rooms  and/or  general  wards.  The  anaesthetic 
of  choice  has  been  ether  after  premedication  with  Nembutal,  but 
gas  and  oxygen  and  intravenous  evipan  sodium  have  also  been 
largely  used. 

Throat  and  Nose  Operations. — Children  recommended  for 
removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids  by  the  County  Borough  School 
Medical  Officers  are  admitted  on  Tuesday  evenings  for  operation 
the  following  morning.  They  are  sent  home  by  ambulance  on 
Fridays,  after  being  certified  fit  for  disciiarge  by  a  member  of  the 
hospital  medical  staff.

Dental  Operations. — The  Dental  Surgeon  has  attended  for 
teeth  extractions  when  requested  by  the  Medical  Superintendent.

In  addition  to  the  preparation  of  media,  vaccines,  stains  and 
reagents  carried  out  in  the  laboratories,  certain  examinations 
cognate  to  the  work  were  made  at  the  Venereal  Diseases  clinic,  and 
specimens  were  sent  from  the  clinic  to  the  College  of  Medicine, 
Newcastle,  for  examination.

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CANCER. 

During  1937  there  were  153  deaths  from  cancer  as  compared 
with  181  in  1936  and  143  in  1935.  Of  the  153  deaths,  84  occurred 
among  males  and  69  among  females.  The  death-rate  was  1.38 
per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  deaths  from  cancer  accounted 
for  10.3  per  cent,  of  all  deaths  in  the  Borough  during  1937.  The 
death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  1.63  per  1,000  population 
or  13.1  per  cent  of  all  deaths.

Fifty-seven,  or  37.3  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  occurred  in 
hospital,  41  in  the  South  Shields  General  Hospital,  14  in  the 
Ingham.  Infirmary,  1  in  Leazes  Hospital,  Newcastle,  and  1  in  the 
iMunicipal  Hospital,  Sunderland. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  conversations  were  begun  with 
the  Governors  of  the  Ingham  Infirmary  with  a  view  to  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  radium  centre  which  would  function  in  conjunction 
with  the  centre  in  Newcastle,  and  which  would  have  the  co-opera¬ 
tion  of  the  Radium  Officer  of  the  Royal  Victoria  Infirmary, 
Newcastle.  The  South  Shields  centre  would  be  equipped  with  a 
supply  of  radium,  and  a  deep  X-ray  apparatus  would  be  situated 
at  the  Ingham  Infirmary. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 

Tliere  were  no  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  Tnbercnlosis 
Clinic  during  the  year. 

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of 
Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  in  relation  to  persons  engaged 
in  the  milk  trade,  or  under  Section  96  of  the  South  Shields  Cor¬ 
poration  Act,  1935,  regarding  the  handling  of  foodstufts  by  persons 
suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

It  was  also  not  found  necessary  to  apply  to  the  Court  for  the 
compulsory  removal  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925,  Section  62, 
or  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  of  an}/  tuberculous 
patient  living  under  bad  conditions. 


Special  Housing  Scheme. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  51  houses  on  the  Council’s  Housing 
Estates  were  occupied  by  tuberculous  families  ;  the  rent  in  the 
majority  of  cases  was  subsidised  by  the  Health  Committee.  No 
new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  among  these  families  during 
1937. 

There  were  six  deaths  from  pulmonary  tulierculosis  after 
tenancies  of  4,  6,  II,  33,  48  and  48  months  respectively. 

There  were  five  changes  of  tenancy,  two  after  deaths  and 
three  for  other  reasons,  after  tenancies  of  7,  13,  36,  39  and  4v8 

months  respectively.

Mortality. 

During  the  year  tuberculosis  caused  142  deaths  among  The 
residents  of  South  Shields.  Of  these  115  were  due  to  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  and  27  to  tuberculosis  of  other  organs.  This  represents 
a  death  rate  of  1.28  per  1,000  of  the  population  as  compared  with 
a  death  rate  of  1.08  per  1,000  in  1936.  This  increase  is  principally 
due  to  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuber¬ 
culosis  consequent  on  the  prevalence  of  influenza  in  the  Borough 
during  the  early  part  of  the  year.  Five  of  the  deaths  occurred 
mnong  Arabs  ;  two  females  aged  19  and  43  from  pulmonary,  and 
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two  males,  aged  42  and  48,  and  one  female  agerl  4  from  non-pul- 
monary  tuberculosis.  This  mortality  among  Arabs  represents 
3.5  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths,  and  it  is  a  marked  improvement 
on  that  of  former  years,  when  the  death  rate  among  Arabs  from  this 
disease  amounted  to  as  much  as  10  per  cent,  of  the  total  tuberculosis 
death  rate.

Treatment  of  Tuberculosis. 

The  following  is  a  detailed  statement  on  the  treatment  of 
tuberculous  patients  during  1937  : — 

Residential  Institutional  Treatment. — During  the  year 
321  tuberculous  patients  or  suspected  cases  were  known  to  have 
been  admitted  to  institutions  for  treatment.  Of  these  148  were 
treated  at  the  cost  of  the  Health  Committee  (apart  from  those 


admitted  to  poor  law  hospitals)  as  follows  : — 

At  Cleadon  Park  Sanatorium  (all  pulmonary) .  65 

At  the  Ingham  Infirmary  (surgical  cases) . .  68 

At  other  sanatoria .  15 


'The  accommodation  at  Cleadon  Park  Sanatorium  was  on  the 
average  throughout  the  year  99  per  cent,  occupied,  an  average 
of  21  men,  20  women  and  4  children  ;  all  pulmonary  cases. 

148  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis  were  admitted  to 
hlarton  Hospital  during  the  year.  Of  these  137  were  maintained 
at  the  cost  of  the  Health  Committee  (average  33  beds) ;  the  remainder 
were  admitted  from  the  Borough  as  Poor  Law  cases. 
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The  Health  Committee  assumed  responsibility  for  the  cost  of 
treatment  of  all  tuberculous  patients  in  the  General  Hospital 
at  Harton  on  and  after  the  date  of  appropriation  (1st  April,  1937) 
of  the  hospital  under  the  Public  Health  Acts. 

In  addition  an  average  of  30  beds  (12  pulmonary  and  18  non- 
pulmonary)  were  used  throughout  the  year  at  the  cost  of  the  Health 
Committee  at  the  Ingham  Infirmary  and  at  Stannington,  Stanhope, 
Wolsingham  and  other  sanatoria.  Thus,  the  total  beds  occupied 
per  day,  apart  from  Poor  Law  cases  prior  to  1st  April,  1937,  was  111. 

The  waiting  list  for  the  year  averaged  1  adult  and  1  child, 
including  an  average  of  1  surgical  case. 

Treatment  in  Sanatoria. 

66  patients  were  discharged  from  Cleadon  Park  Sanatorium 
during  the  year  ;  the  average  length  of  stay  there  was  226  days. 

6  patients  were  discharged  from  Wolsingham  Sanatorium 
after  an  averge  stay  of  292  days  ;  6  from  Stanhope  Sanatorium 
after  an  average  stay  of  494  days,  and  5  from  Stannington  Sana¬ 
torium  after  an  average  stay  of  692  days. 

63  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  discharged  from 
the  Ingham  Infirmary  after  an  average  stay  of  18  days.  159  patients 
were  discharged  from  the  General  Hospital  after  an  average  stay  of 
110  days. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  arrangements  were  being  made  for  the 
surgical  treatment  of  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  for  the 
dental  treatment  of  tuberculous  patients.

One  observation  case  was  discharged  as  being  non-tuberculous. 


During  the  year  21  artificial  pneumothorax  inductions  were 
done,  18  of  which  were  successful.  One  bilateral  pneumothorax 
w'as  done. 

1,115  A.P.  refills  were  given — 498  to  out-patients  and  617 
to  in-patients,  at  the  Sanatorium.  Ill  blood  sedimentation  rate 
tests  were  made.  382  fluorescent  screening  examinations  were 
made,  and  31  X-ray  films  taken. 
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Seven  cases  had  gold  injections — crisalbine  being  the  prepara¬ 
tion  used. 

The  usual  routine  sanatorium  treatment  was  carried  out. 
The  patients  as  a  whole  were  well-behaved,  co-operating  satis¬ 
factorily  with  the  staff  in  carrying  out  the  rules,  and  observing 
the  discipline  specified  for  their  treatment.  It  is  very  gratifiying 
to  note  that  practically  all  of  them  attend  regularly  at  the  clinic 
after  their  discharge,  as  well  as  their  own  doctors,  as  advised. 

The  need  for  a  thoracic  surgeon  and  surgeon  dentist  is  still 
felt  very  much,  but  I  feel  happier  in  this  respect,  as  I  understand 
that  both  are  to  be  appointed  to  the  Department  very  shortly. 

This  will  mean  that  all  modern  methods  of  treatment  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  will  be  available  for  South  Shields  patients. 

I  am  greatly  indebted  to  the  Matron  and  her  staff  for  their 
enthusiastic  help  and  co-operation  in  seeing  to  the  welfare  and 
comfort  of  the  patients  during  their  stay.

The  South  Shields  branch  of  the  National  Council  for  Social 
Service  undertook  the  after-care  of  tuberculous  patients  who  were 
in  necessitous  circumstinces  and  supplied  a  number  of  patients 
with  beds  and  bed  clothing,  A  number  of  beds  and  mattresses  were 
supplied  by  the  Town  Council  to  tuberculous  families  to  enable  the 
patient  to  have  a  separate  bed. 

During  the  year  members  of  the  Health  Committee  attended 
meetings  of  the  North  Eastern  Association  of  Care  Committees. 
South  Shields  'S  one  o'  the  constituent  memberships. 

Tuberculosis  Clinic. 

The  work  of  the  tuberculosis  clinic  during  the  year  is  set 
out  in  detail  on  pages  101  and  102.  964  new  patients  of  whom  554 
were  contacts  were  examined.  823  persons  who  were  known  to  have 
been  living  in  contact  with  a  tuberculous  patient  were  invited  to 
attend  the  clinic,  but  only  554  responded  to  the  invitation.  Of  those 
who  responded,  47  or  8.5  per  cent,  were  found  to  be  suffering 
from  the  disease. 

Of  the  total  cases  examined,  282  or  29  per  cent,  were  sent  by 
their  own  doctors  ;  691  attended  at  the  request  of  the  Tuberculosis 
Medical  Officer,  48  were  sent  by  other  Medical  Officers,  13  came  of 
their  own  initiative,  and  two  from  other  sources. 

89  names  were  removed  from  the  clinic  register  as  having 
recovered  ;  of  these,  21  were  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and 
68  tuberculosis  of  other  organs. 

The  Health  Visitors  paid  3.999  visits  to  the  homes  of  tuberculous 
patients  during  the  year.  These  visits  are  paid  quarterly  unless 
circumstances  require  more  frequent  visits.  Surgical  appliances 
such  as  splints,  jackets,  calipers,  etc.,  were  provided  for  31  patients. 
318  surgical  dressings  were  applied  to  38  patients  at  the  clinic, 
and  2,407  dressings  were  supplied  to  93  patients  for  home  use. 

62  patients  were  given  extra  nourishment  under  the  Councihs 
Scheme  ;  27  were  recommended  to  the  Public  Assistance  Committee 
and  31  to  the  Unemployment  Assistance  Board. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  at  the  Clinic  during  the  year 
was  10,618. 

Ultra  Violet  Ray  Treatment. 

121  patients,  including  61  new  cases,  made  3,677  attendances 
at  the  Genera]  Hospital  for  light  treatment.  23  patients  made 
247  attendances  at  the  Clinic,  where  new  ultra  violet  lamps  have 
been  installed.

TREATMENT  OF  TUBERCULOSIS.— (Continued). 
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VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

There  were  no  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  Venereal  Diseases 
treatment  centre  during  1937. 

There  has  been  a  further  decrease  in  the  number  of  patients 
from  South  Shields,  but  an  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  from 
other  areas  who  attended  the  clinic  on  account  of  both  venereal 
and  non-venereal  conditions. 

The  ratio  of  male  to  female  new  cases  of  gonorrhea  was  about 
4  to  1  in  1937  as  compared  with  6  to  1  in  1936,  while  the  attendances 
of  female  patients  have  markedly  increased. 

The  total  attendances  at  the  clinic  have  again  increased  : 
during  1936  there  were  22,595  attendances  while  in  1937  the  number 
was  24,961  :  an  increase  of  2,366.  The  increase  is  most  marked 
among  females,  who  have  not  only  attended  in  greater  numbers, 
but  whose  average  attendance  has  been  greater  than  in  any  previous 
year. 

While  fewer  patients  ceased  attending  before  completion 
of  treatment^  still  too  many,  as  soon  as  the  symptoms  have  subsided, 
neglect  to  continue  their  treatment  until  they  are  proved  to  have 
been  cured.

Notification  of  Births.

There  has  been  a  steady  improvement  in  the  notihcation  of 
births  in  recent  years.  Approximately  92  per  cent,  of  the  total  live 
births  were  notihed.  This  total  is  exclusive  of  77  still  births, 
58  of  which  were  notihed  by  midwives,  5  by  doctors  and  14  which 
had  not  been  previously  notihed,  were  reported  by  the  Registrars 
The  proportion  of  still  births  to  live  births  was  4.0  per  cent,  as 
compared  with  4.7  per  cent,  in  1936,  4.2  in  1935  and  4.4  in  1934. 

Infant  Mortality. 

There  were  147  deaths  among  infants  under  one  year,  or  an 
infant  mortality  rate  of  80  per  1,000  births.  The  corresponding 
rate  for  1936  was  87  per  1,000. 

Neo-natal  deaths,  or  deaths  occurring  in  the  first  month  of 
life,  numbered  72  or  39  per  1,000  births. 

Deaths  among  illegitimate  children  numbered  4  out  of  71 
illegitimate  births  or  a  rate  of  56  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  a 
rate  of  81  among  legitimate  children.

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On  page  124  will  be  found  a  table  showing  the  ward  distribu¬ 
tion  of  infant  deaths.  On  comparing  this  with  a  similar  table  for  10 
years  ago,  prior  to  the  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  Schemes,  it  will 
be  noted  the  great  reduction  in  Shields,  Beacon  and  Holborn 
Wards,  and  an  increase  in  Harton,  Simonside,  Tyne  Dock  and 
Deans  Wards.  While  the  majority  of  the  tenants  from  the  Clear¬ 
ance  Areas  have  been  re-housed  in  Harton  Ward,  where  the  birth 
rate  is  doubled,  the  infant  deaths  showed  only  an  increase  of  from 
56  to  74. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

During  1937  there  were  only  4  deaths  among  mothers  as  a 
direct  result  of  pregnancy  and  not  one  of  the  deaths  was  due  to 
sepsis.  One  death  was  the  result  of  haemorrhage  after  abortion, 
one  from  post-partum  haemorrhage,  one  from  haemorrhage  due 
to  ruptured  uterus  and  one  as  the  result  of  caesarean  section  on 
account  of  contracted  pelvis.  One  death  occurred  at  the  patient’s 
home,  another  at  the  General  Hospital,  and  two  at  the  Ingham 
Infirmary. 

The  maternal  death  rate  was  2.10  per  1,000  total  births  as 
compared  with  3.11  per  1,000  for  the  country  generally. 

One  of  the  deaths  occurred  at  the  age  of  25-30  years,  one 
30-35  years,  and  two  between  the  ages  of  35  and  40  years. 
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In  addition  there  were  four  other  deaths  in  which  pregnancy 
was  a  complication  :  one  from  lobar  pneumonia  and  endocarditis, 
a  second,  pneumonia  and  tuberculosis,  and  two  the  result  of  self- 
induced  abortion. 

Eight  reports  were  made  to  the  Maternal  Mortality  Committee 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  three  to  other  medical  officers  of 
health,  concerning  deaths  of  non-residents. 

Midwifery. 

During  1937,  29  midwives  notified  their  intention  to  practise, 
including  one  who  lived  in  the  administrative  County  of  Durham, 
but  excluding  19  practising  in  Harton  Hospital.  Ail  are  trained 
women. 

876  (or  44  per  cent.)  of  the  total  births  were  attended  by 
midwives,  apart  from  335  cases  in  which  the  midwife  acted  as 
maternity  nurse,  and  exclusive  of  confinements  in  hospitals. 

1 1  midwives  had  10  cases  or  less  each  (3  had  none).

These  figures  include  still-births  and  abortions. 

There  were  notified  to  the  Central  Midwives  Board  19  changes 
of  name  or  address  and  10  temporary  suspensions. 

All  the  midwives  practising  in  the  Borough  were  notihed 
regarding  the  new  rule  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board  which 
required  the  midwife  to  visit  for  a  period  of  14  days  instead  of  10 
days  after  confinement. 

During  the  year  the  Council  paid  the  midwife’s  fee  in  84 
necessitous  cases,  including  three  abortions,  at  a  cost  of  £S6  18s.  6d. 

The  Council’s  scheme  for  the  employment  of  municipal  mid¬ 
wives  began  on  the  26th  July,  1937.  A  Supervisor  and  17  midwives, 
of  whom  7  are  State  Registered  Nurses,  were  engaged  and  were 
supplied  with  uniform  and  complete  midwifery  and  nursing  bags 
where  necessary.  Each  had  a  telephone  installed  in  her  home  at 
the  cost  of  the  Council,  and  each  was  allowed  free  travelling  facilities. 
It  was  arranged  that  the  midwives  would  report  to  the  Supervisor 
each  week  (or  more  often  in  emergency),  and  at  their  visit  would 
receive  a  supply  of  dressings  and  antiseptics. 
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The  midwifes  enjoy  regular  and  definite  off-duty  times  and 
holidays,  and  as  far  as  circumstances  permit  are  allowed  in  turn 
to  reside  in  the  General  Hospital  for  one  month  and  are  on  duty 
in  the  maternity  wards. 

Notification  is  received  from  the  medical  superintendent  of 
the  hospital  each  day  of  any  patients  discharged  from  the  hospital. 
This  information  is  immediately  passed  on  to  a  midwife,  who  visits 
until  the  end  of  the  14th  day  from  the  date  of  the  confinement. 

The  following  is  a  report  to  me  by  the  Supervisor  of  Midwives, 
Miss  R.  Freeman  ; 

''The  supervisor  of  midv;ives  paid  102  routine  and  28  special 
visits  of  inspection  to  the  homes  of  the  midwives  and  19  midwives 
were  interviewed  at  the  Health  Department.  Six  visits  of  inspec¬ 
tion  were  paid  to  Nursing  Homes,  and  12  visits  of  investigation 
regarding  miaternal  deaths. 

During  the  year  10  midwives  were  suspended  from  duty, 
having  been  exposed  to  the  risk  of  infection  as  they  had  been  in 
contact  with  the  following  diseases  : — scarlet  fever  3,  puerperal 
pyrexia  2,  diphtheria  1,  skin  eruption  4. 

No  cases  were  reported  to  the  Central  Midwives  Board  and 
no  midwife  appeared  before  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Committee  on  account  of  breaches  of  the  Board’s  rules. 

The  year  1937  might  be  termed  momentous,  as  the  new  Mid¬ 
wives  Act  came  into  force  necessitating  the  Council  to  employ 
midwives. 

Seventeen  midwives  were  appointed  and  commenced  duty 
on  July  26th.  From,  the  inception  of  the  scheme  to  the  31st  of 
December  they  have  attended  298  midwifery  cases,  147  maternity 
cases  and  1 1  abortions.  As  the  rules  of  the  Central  Midwives 
Board  provide  for  the  care  of  miOther  and  child  for  14  days,  cases 
which  have  been  discharged  from  hospital  after  the  usual  10  days 
have  also  been  visited  ;  these  numbered  168.  In  some  special 
cases  it  was  necessary  to  prolong  the  visits  beyond  the  14th  day. 

The  general  work  of  the  midwives  during  the  year  was  satis¬ 
factory,  and  I  am  satisfied  that  the  standard  of  midwifery  is 
becoming  more  efficient. 

The  sterile  dressings  received  from  the  Birthday  Trust  Fund 
have  proved  a  great  help  to  the  midwives  and  added  to  the  comfort 
of  their  patients.

During  the  year,  doctors  who  had  been  called  in  by  niidwives 
rendered  accounts  to  the  Local  Supervising  Authority,  in  328 
cases  for  fees  amounting  to  £479.  The  authority  decided  to  recover 
£192  from  135  cases.  The  amount  actually  recovered  during  the 
year  was  £42. 

MaterniD^  Homes. 

There  are  only  two  maternity  homes  in  the  borough,  and  no 
new  applications  were  received  for  registration  during  the  year. 
There  is  accommodation  for  9  patients  at  these  homes,  in  addition 
to  17  beds  at  the  General  Hospital,  and  a  varying  number  at  the 
Ingham  Infirmary. 

No  deaths  of  mothers  or  infants  occurred  in  these  homes 
during  the  year. 

The  supervisor  of  midwives  paid  six  visits  to  the  homes.

Pre-natal  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  new  clinic  premises,  one  pre-natal 
clinic  has  been  discontinued  as  the  premises  were  not  very  suitable 
and  it  was  found  that  women  preferred  to  attend  the  new  centre. 
There  are  now  two  centres  for  pre-natal  work,  one  at  the  new  clinic 
and  one  at  the  General  Hospital.  Five  pre-natal  sessions  are  held 
each  week,  two  of  which  are  conducted  in  the  evenings.  In  addition, 
Dr.  A.  vS.  Hannay,  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  General  Hospital, 
conducts  two  sessions  per  week  principally  for  women  who  expect 
to  enter  the  hospital  for  their  confinement. 

There  are  five  infant  welfare  centres  in  the  borough,  at  which 
eight  infant  and  three  “toddlers”  clinics  are  held  each  week. 

On  account  of  the  increasing  numbers  attending  at  all  the 
clinics.  Dr.  Kathleen  Wilson  was  appointed  to  devote  half  her  time 
to  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  and  half  to  the  School  Medical 
Service.  Dr.  Wilson  commenced  duty  in  January,  1938. 

The  following  is  a  report  by  Dr.  Dorothy  Blair,  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Medical  Officer  : — 

The  pre-natal  clinics  were  well  attended,  and  the  mothers 
were  very  interested,  the  majority  carrying  out  instructions  care¬ 
fully.  The  opening  of  the  new  Municipal  Clinic  in  September 
helped  the  work  very  much  by  providing  better  accommodation  ; 
the  waiting  room  especially  is  much  more  comfortable. 

As  in  previous  years  bad  dental  caries  and  pyorrhoea  were  a 
source  of  great  trouble  and  danger.  There  is  a  great  improvement 
in  the  attitude  towards  dental  treatment,  the  women  realising 
the  danger  of  such  a  source  of  infection  as  pyorrhoea. 

A  few  gynaecological  cases  were  advised,  and  were  treated 
at  the  hospitals  or  by  their  own  medical  attendants.  These  cases 
frequently  return  to  the  clinic  as  pre-natal  mothers. 

The  mothers  were  much  benefited  by  the  extra  nourishment 
supplied. 

A  summary  of  the  attendances  at  the  pre-natal  clinics,  muni¬ 
cipal  and  hospital,  is  given  on  pages  118  and  119. 

Of  the  expectant  mothers  who  had  attended  the  Municipal 
(dinics  there  were  births  as  under  during  the  year 

306  were  attended  by  midwives  wh.o  called  in  d(X'tors 
in  83  cases. 

64  were  attended  by  doctors. 

155  were  confined  in  hos]:>itals.  . 
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Of  these  there  were  20  still  births,  18  premature  births,  and 
16  miscarriages.  Seven  mothers  left  the  town  and  ten  cannot 
be  traced. 

Of  the  306  midwives’  cases,  285  were  normal  deliveries. 

21  were  instrumental  deliveries. 

Of  the  64  doctors’  cases,  27  were  normal  deliveries. 

37  were  instrumental  deliveries. 

Of  the  155  hospital  cases,  134  were  normal  deliveries. 

12  were  instrumental  deliveries. 

6  were  caesarean  sections. 

3  were  induced  labour. 

Early  induction  of  labour  was  necessary  on  account  of  tuber¬ 
culosis,  severe  albuminuria  and  epilepsy  in  a  delicate  patient. 

171  cases  remmin  on  the  register  to  be  carried  forward  to  1938. 

There  were  no  deaths  during  the  3mar  among  expectant 
mothers  who  attended  the  clinic. 

Of  the  children  born  whose  mothers  attended  the  pre-natal 
clinic,  there  were  27  deaths.  Of  these,  7  died  on  day  of  birth 
(from  prematurity  4,  atelectasis  2,  asphyxia  pallida  1).  8  others 
died  under  1  week  old  (from  prematurity  3,  debility  2,  cardiac 
failure  1,  meningocele  1,  ascites  1).  7  others  died  under  4  weeks 

old  (from  pneumonia  2,  bronchitis  1,  pemphigus  1,  gastritis  and 
convulsions  2,  impetigo  and  toxaemia  1). 

3  others  died  aged  1  to  3  months  (from  pneumonia  1 ,  pneumonia 
and  whooping  cough  1,  convulsions  1). 

2  others  died  aged  3  months  to  6  months  (from  tuberculosis 
of  bowels  1,  marasmus  1).

Child  Welfare  Clinics. 

The  clinics  in  various  parts  of  the  town  were  well  attended, 
and  there  are  extremely  beautiful  babies  to  be  seen  at  all  of  them. 
The  new  Municipal  Clinic  enabled  the  work  to  be  carried  out  more 
efficiently,  the  old  building  being  too  small  for  a  large  attendance. 
The  new  artificial  light  clinic  was  very  beneficial,  and  already  at 
the  end  of  the  year  was  showing  good  results.  The  provision  of 
a  dentist  for  the  toddlers  was  urgently  required,  there  being  several 
very  bad  cases,  and  much  suffering  from  toothache  and  gastric 
disorders.

Home  Visiting  and  Clinic  Sessions.

Puerperal  Fever  and  Pyrexia. 

Two  cases  of  puerperal  fever  and  eight  cases  of  pyrexia  were 
notified  during  1937.  The  ca.se  rate  was  5.0  per  1,000  total  births 
as  compared  with  a  case  rate  of  13.9  per  1,000  for  England  and 
Wales,  and  17.6  for  the  County  Boroughs  generally. 

One  of  the  puerperal  fever  cases  occurred  in  a  non-resident 
admitted  to  hospital.  Six  of  the  puerperal  pyrexia  cases  were  also 
admitted  to  hospital.  Three  puerperal  pyrexia  cases  were  referred 
to  the  Nursing  Association.  There  were  no  deaths.  The  puerperal 
fever  cases  and  six  of  the  pyrexia  cases  were  actually  confined  at 
home. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Fourteen  cases  were  notified.  This  is  the  largest  number  of 
cases  notified  since  1930,  and  would  appear  to  coincide  with  the 
increased  number  of  female  cases  of  gonorrhoea  referred  to  in 
the  section  of  the  report  on  Venereal  Diseases.  In  one  case  vision 
was  impaired.  One  case  was  still  under  treatment  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  One  case  was  referred  to  the  Nursing  Association, 
and  one  was  treated  in  hospital. 

Nineteen  other  cases  of  '‘discharging  eyes”  were  reported 
by  midwives.  There  was  no  impairment  of  vision  in  any  of  these 
cases. 

Pemphigus  Neonatorum. 

This  condition  was  made  compulsorily  notifiable  during  the 
year.  Nine  cases  v/ere  notified,  two  of  which  were  admitted  to 
hospital  and  two  referred  to  the  Nursing  Association.  Several 
cases  occurred  in  the  practice  of  one  midwife,  and  it  was  not  until 
after  .she  had  taken  a  prolonged  holiday  that  the  cases  cea.sefl. 

Home  Nursing. 

Three  ca.ses  of  puer]>eral  pyrexia,  one  of  ophthalmia,  and  two 
of  pemphigus  neonatorum  were  referred  to  the  Nursing  Association 
at  the  cost  of  the  Authority. 


Child  Life  Protection. 

There  are  the  names  of  only  two  children  on  the  register. 
One  child  whose  name  was  on  the  register  during  1936  was  legally 
adopted  by  the  foster  parents.  The  children  are  regularly  visited 
by  the  Health  Visitors  who  paid  19  visits.  They  are  reported 
to  be  well  cared  for. 

Convalescent  Home. 

Eleven  children  under  the  age  of  five  years  were  admitted 
to  the  Convalescent  Home  at  Cleadon  at  the  cost  of  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Wlfare  Committee.  The  children  spent  1,064  in¬ 
patients  days.  Most  of  the  cases  are  admitted  free  of  cost,  but 
there  is  a  certain  reluctance  on  the  part  of  the  mothers  to  allow 
their  children  to  go  to  the  home. 


Ultra  Violet  Ray  Treatment.  " 

Two  mercury  vapour  lamps,  one  having  an  infra-red  lamp 
attached,  have  been  installed  in  the  new  clinics.  Those  children 
who  have  been  attending  the  General  Hospital  for  light  treatment 
will  finish  their  course  of  treatment  there,  new  cases  being  treated 
at  the  clinic. 


Dental  Treatment.

At  the  end  of  the  year  arrangements  were  being  made  for  the 
dental  treatment  of  expectant  mothers  and  children  under  5. 
A  dental  surgeon  was  appointed  early  in  1938. 

Assisted  Milk  Scheme. 

1,251  applications  for  milk,  including  608  from  expectant 
mothers,  were  granted  during  the  year.  179  were  re-applications, 
the  former  applications  having  lapsed  or  having  been  cancelled. 

The  quantities  of  milk  distributed  were  as  follows  : — 

Dried  milk  given  free  or  at  a  price  below  cost  . 36,001  lbs.

Dried  milk  sold  at  a  price  slightly  above  cost  . 18,048  lbs. 

The  cost  of  the  assisted  milk  scheme  for  the  year  1937  was 
£1,563. 
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Before  an  applicant  for  free  milk  is  supplied,  a  statement  of 
income  is  required.  This  is  verified  by  reference  to  employers, 
and  co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  Public  Assistance  Depart¬ 
ment  and  other  sources  of  public  assistance. 

There  were  five  infringements  reported  to  the  Committee. 
In  two  cases  cautions  were  issued  by  the  Town  Clerk  and  two  were 
refused  a  free  supply  of  milk. 

The  scheme  is  now  extended  to  include  children  of  1-5  years 
who  require  milk  on  grounds  of  health.  Expectant  mothers 
now  receive  milk  during  the  last  six  months  of  pregnancy  instead 
of  the  last  three  months. 

The  amount  of  milk  distributed  averaged  730  lbs.  a  week  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year.  There  was  a  gradual  decrease  to  700  lbs. 
at  the  end  of  February,  an  increase  to  760  lbs.  in  April,  and  then  a 
steady  fall  to  600  lbs.  in  August,  after  which  the  amount  distributed 
steadily  increased  to  790  lbs.  by  the  end  of  December.  This  increase 
was  due  to  the  decision  of  the  Council  to  include  in  the  scheme 
children  of  1-5  years  and  expectant  mothers  prior  to  confinement. 

In  addition  to  the  milk  provided  under  the  x\uthority’s  Scheme, 
supplies  of  milk  and  other  foods  were  provided  to  expectant 
mothers  by  the  Joint  Council  of  Midwifery.  During  the  year 
3,188  lbs.  of  dried  milk,  3,188  tins  of  Ovaltine,  1,362  cartons  of 
Marmite,  and  1,223  bottles  of  Minadex  were  distributed.  From 
this  Fund  there  were  also  received  270  packets  of  sterilized 
accouchement  dressings.
